MILITIA COMES TOO LATE. 


Tennesseeans Plead Against Slaying of 
Blacks in Daytime. 


Union Ciky, Tenn., Nov. 24.—{Specia?.}— 
While a mob of 1,000 persons was waiting 
outside Juatice of the Peace Lee Davia of 
Tiptonville today hastily organized his court, 
selected @ jury, and begun the trial of three 
negroes accused of murder. Less than an 
hour dfterwards the defendants had been 
found guilty and sentenced to death. They 
then were seized by the mob and hanged toa 
tree nearby. ‘ 

The trial, the officers claim, wasan attempt 
by cooler heads to prevent the lynching. An 
appeal for troops had been sent to the gov- 
ernor, together with a plea for a special term 
of the Circuit court, and the hurry up trial 
was begun to kill time 

Other methods also were taken to evade a 
lyaching. When the mob surréundedthe jail 
this afternoon some cooler headed citizens 
mounted the steps and pleaded against mob 
violence. <A brother of one of the men at- 
tacked by the negroes also was urged to at- 
tempt delay, and in an address he said he 
would be satisfied if the lynohing wae post- 
poned until night. 

The mob’s purpose was accomplished, how- 
ever, before the state troops, dispatched from 
here by the governor, arrived, 


Militia Had Just Gone. 


Tiptonvilie had just been emptied of the 
militia, which has been on duty there for 
the greater part of the month following the 


lynching of Capt. Quentin Rankin by night 


riders. Rankin, who had enraged the fisher. 
men of Reelfoot lake by his enforcement of 
the poaching laws, wae taken from a hotel 
in the peighborhood and murdered. His 
friend, Col. Taylor, an aged lawyer, was cap- 
tured by the outlaws at the same time, but 
escaped while they were disputing as to 
how he should be killed. He swam Reelfoot 
lake amid a shower of bullets, hid in the 
woods for a day, and at last reached friendly 
shelter. 

The victims of today’s rapid justice were 
Mareball, Edward, and James Stineback, 
brothers. The three created a disturbance at 
a celigious meeting near Tiptonville on Sat- 
urday. Deputy Sheriffs Richard Burrows 
and John Halil attempted to arrest them and 
a fight followed. 

Burrows was killed in the mé@lMe and his 
companion was fatally injured, The negroes 
took to the woode and a posse of whites 
started tn pursuit. At 8 o’elock this morn- 
ing the blacks were surrounded in a swamp 
near the wWilage of Ridgely. 

The swamp is known as the old river bed 
canebrake, and it is a difficult matter to trace 
map or beast through itstangles. The posse, 
however, succeeded in forcing its way 
through the jungle and capturing the blacks, 
The latter had two gune in their possession, 
but bad run out of ammunition. 


Crowd Collects at Jail. 

While the captives were being brought to 
the Tiptonville jail, the news of the capture 
spread rapidiy to the surrounding tefritory, 
and in addition to the several hundred mem- 
bers of the posse men began arriving by every 
road and soon the jail was surrounded by a 
mob which had no hesitancy in threatening a 
lynching quickly and surely.

Justice Davie at once agreed to open his 
court at 5 o'clock, summon @ jury of twelve 
men, and allow the negroes, after ali evi- 
dence that could,be adduced wae heard, to be 
duly sentenced to death. 

In the meanwhile Gov. Patterson was ad- 
vised by telephone of the situation and or- 
dered a company of militia in this olty to pro- 
ceed with ell haste to Tiptonville and if pos- 
sible secure the negroes and conduct them to 
a place of safety. The troops were started 
at once, but failed to arrive in time. 

At thp trial al) of the evidence of those 
who had seen the killing was heard and with- 
in an hour the case was given the jury, who 
in a few minutes returned a verdict of guilty 
and fixed the penalty at death. 

The sentence had barely been passed on the 
three negroes when the mob, with a whoop 
and a yell, swarmed the courtroom and, seis- 


ing the prisoners, rusbed them to a tree near | 


the edge of town and hanged them, firing vol- 
ley after volley into the air as the bodies 
were drawn up from the earth. 


Governor Tries a‘ Check. 

Nashville, Tenn., Nov. 24.—Immediately on 
official confirmation of the threatened lyneh- 
ing at Tiptonville Gov. Patterson ordered 
Capt. Rogen at Union City to dispatch 
twenty-five militiamen to the scene. They 
were sent on a special train. The governor 
was first apprised of the trouble ahout noon 
today, and at once set in motion the exertion 
of every available means to avert the threat- 
ened lynehing. A telegraph message to a 
half dozen of Tiptonville’s most prominent 
citizeng read: 

“ Prevent lynching by ell means; it will 
bring additional disgrace and notoriety to 
our state. As governor I implore that law 
may take ite course. Read this to the peo- 
ple.” 

At this time it wae understood that the 
jail wae surrounded by 1000 men. A few 
minutes later the governor communicated 
with the sheriff by telephone, and learned 
the mob was quiet; that a compromise had 
been made whereby the negroes were to be 
given the formality of a trial by @ magis- 
trate at 6 o'clock. The sheriff believed that 
if the governor would promise a special 
term of the Circuit court at once he might be 
able to disperse the mob, The governor as- 
sured the sheriff that every possible legal 
means would be resorted. to.

A.—Well, the 
uncertain Mfe of an oil producing field makes 
the question of an investment in a pipe line 
perhaps always: a thing of hazard, of risk. 
There have been cases where fleids have pro- 
duced in a prolific way fof a short period, and 
then have been exhausted, leaving a large 
investment valueless or practicaily so. 


Fields Fail to Produce. 


Q.—Do you have any fields in mind that 
illustrate that statement? .A.—O, I might 
state many cases. I have one fleld specially 
in mind that would bé a strong illustration 
of it: 

Q. What ts that? A.—-That of the Cherry 
Grove field, in Warren county, Pa. 

Q@.—Tell us about that, please. A.—Well, 
the Cherry Grove field was opened, accord- 
ing to my. recollection, in the spring of 
1882. Within about sixty days there was a 
production of 40,000 barrels a day, and we 
went ahead with the enormous preparation 
incident to such a production in the way of 
pipe lines, tankage, and mechinery of all 
kinds for the construction, and expected to 
take care of a business of that magnitude. 
Im the fall the production had gornedown to 
4,000-or 5,000 barvrele a. day from 40,000 bar- 
rels a day, within a pertod of sixty or. ninety 
days... The pool of oll was rapidly exhausted 
and the field was practically abandoned. | 
speak of that as an illustration of the hazard 
of the oil producing field. | 

Q.—What became of the pipe Mne inveet- 
ment there? A.—Well, it had to be removed 
and ‘utilized to the extent possible and abe 
doned as to its use in that field. ! 


Buys Through Joseph Seep.

Pay Highest Market Prices. 

Q.—It has been eharged by the government 
in this case that the prices which the Stand- 
ard Oll interests pay for crude oil are arbi- 
trartly made by the Standard Oil interests. 
Will you please tell us, if You can, how crude 
oll prices are arrived at—that is, I mean the 
prices which the Standard Oil interests offer 
the producer for the crude oll purchased? 
A.—Well, I think I should answer that ques- 
tion first generally by quoting a circular 
which the Standard Oilinterests issued to the 
producers when the present system was in- 
eugurated many years ago, that they would 
at all times pay the highest prices which the 
markets of the world wil) justify for the 
crude oil. Now I can go into a considerable 
particularigzation of the way in which it is 
currently reached, if you wish me to do so. 

Q.—I -would Mke to have you do so. A.—Of 
course, in the firat place, the general ques- 
tion of supply and demand is taken into con- 
sideration, and on that, as om many other 
features affecting the prices, we are in re- 
ceipt of daily information from the world 
over as to the causes that would tend to and 
that.do influence the price of crude oil. We 
take these reports into consideration pri- 
marily. We take into consideration the 
question of the availability of the product 
of the dietrict in which it is produced. “We 
take into account the yields in the various 
products from the crude oils produced in the 
different sections, because the crude ofls of 
the different sections vary greatly in quality.

Cost of Storing Oil. 

Q.Can you give us some idea of the in- 
veetment that might be reported In the way 
of storage tanks in storing this large quan- 
tity of oll?

I 
arranged for the freight, bargained for the 
freight for Porter, Moreland & Co., and for 
a number of other concerns whom I repre- 
sented in the shipment of their goods, just 
as closely as I knew how, through all those 
years; and I found, after knowing more 
about the business of the Standard Ol! com- 
pany, that I had not done so badly in many 
cases. . 

Q.—Now, prior to your connection with the 
Acme Oil company, back tn 1872, you spent 
some time here in New York representing 
six or eight different refining interests, did 
you not? A.—I was here in New York prac- 
tically from 1872 to 1876, oF was most of the 
time here. ’ 

Q.—Doing what? A.—I was here ae the 
sales agent for a number of oll region re- 
fineries, my own concern among the number. 

Q.—And refineries and interests not In any 
way then connected with the Standard Oi) 
intereste? A.—No, sir. 

‘Q—During that time that you were repre- 
senting those other interests you had to do 
with this freight question? A.—I did. I 
made freight arrangements for those differ- 
ent concerns. 

Q.—And made them in the way that you 
have just described? A.—I did, and I knew 
that others were doing the same thing. 


Tried to Beat Neighbor. 

Q.—Did you ever know what your next door 
neighbor was getting fn those days? A.—I did 
not, except as I could find It out by the most 
careful business inquiry, and then I tried to 
beat him. I want to say, however, if I may 
in that comnection, that the popular. under- 
standing of any special rate or rebate or 
whatever you may call it, as having inured 
to the benefit of the shipper, is altogether er- 
roneous. When a manufacturer of those 
dave got a rate of transportation from the 
reliroad he immediately made that a part of 
his cost and the consumér invariably, if it 
was a reduction, got the benefit of it. I state 
that as a rule that applied in my knowledge 
of the bueiness in those Ccaye.

Alexis’ Leaders Send No Report. 

No news has been received of the move 

of Gen.. Celestin Cyriaque, the min- 
ter of war, who was sent out in addition to 
Gen. Lecomte by President Nord Alexis to 
put down the uprising at Aux Cayes boadea 
by Gen. Antoine Simon. 

The gunboat Croyant, which has fallen 
into the hands of the rebels, encountered the 
gunboat Centenairo off Jeremie, and shots 
were exchanged. The Croyapt was laid up 
on account of an accident to her machinery, 
and the revolutionists took posssession of her 
without any trouble. 

The government is recruiting men here 
and eleewhere for its campaign against the 
rebels, and large quantities of ammunition 
are being shipped out of Port au Prince. 

Up to the present time there has been no 
trouble here, but if the revolutiom triumphs 
a serious situation may arise. 


Tries Bloodless Methods. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 24.—J. N. Leger, 
Haytien minister, today received a long ca- 
blegram from the president of Hayti indicat- 
ing he will attempt to stamp out the revo- 
lution in that island without bloodshed. In 
the cablegram the president gives ag the 
direct cause for the revolution the fact that 
Gen. Simon threatened the life of the admin- 
istrator of the interior, which brought about 
his dismissal.

Every American tourist who has visited 
Ireland will be relieved to learn that there 
is no truth in the stories widely published to 
the effect that the world famed Giant's 
causeway was in course of destruction 
through quarrying. The Giant's causeway 
belongs to the earl of Antrim, and the story 
that it was about to be subjected to disinte- 
gration for the sake of its stone seems to 
have originated in an option acquired by 
the Irish Columna! Basaltic company from 
the earl to quarry stone in the neighborhood 
of the causeway; that is to say, a couple of 
miles inland, and about that distance from 
the Giant’s Causeway hotel. Some ten or 
fifteen “years ago Lord Antrim granted a 
long lease to the Giant’s Causeway syndi- 
cate, which was organized for the express 
purpose of preserving the causeway and of 
preventing its injury or destruction. The 
syndicate fenced in the causeway and 
charges a small fee for admiseion, and as 
long as this lease lasts—it has some eighty 
years or so to run-—there can be no tamper- 
ing with thecauseway. In fact, it is doubtful 
whether even if there were no such syndicate 
im existence, there could ever be any quarry- 
ing of the Giant's causeway itself. 

No one would care to risk boats on that ex- 
posed shore, even if it were possible to load 
stone there, and to get it up to the top of 
the cliffs, near 400 feet high, and convey it 
to Portrush would prove so costly an under- 
taking that no practical man would consider 
it for one moment. Before the beauty of 
the Giant's causeway can in any way be 
destroyed, or even harmed by quarrying it 
would be neces#ary, first of all, to break 
the ninety-nine years’ lease between Lord 
Antrim and the syndicate organized for the 
specific purpose of preventing any harm to 
the causeway, and then it would be necessary 
to invent economic ways of handling and 
conveying stone which ere at present quite 
unknown. 

While Lord Antrim ie comparatively un- 
known in America, save as the owner of the 
Giant’s causeway, the countess often crosses 
the Atlantic, to stay with her brother, the 
governor general of Canada, and takes ad- 
vantage of these trips to visit various por- 
tions of the United States. She is persona 
gratissima at court, was a lady in waiting 
of Queen Victoria, and also has been re- 
tained in the same capacity by Queen Alex- 
andra. Her son, Viscount Dunluce, who at 
Eton used to be nicknamed “ Done-tight,” 
spent a couple of seasons in New York, and 
it was believed at one time that he would 
seek a bride in America, expectations, how- 
ever, which weré not fulfilled, as he married 
the daughter of J. C. Talbot, M, P.

Lord Dunluce, and, of course, his father, 
the ear! of Antrim, are of Scotch origin, 
though their family has been settled in Ire- 
land since the reign of Queen Elizabeth, and 
are descended from John MeDonnell, lord 
of the isles, and Princess Margaret, daughter 
of King Robert II. of Scotland, The connec- 
tion of the McDonnells of the Isles with 
Ireland may be said to have begun nearly a 
century prior to the reign of Queen Elizabeth. 
For they played a great rdéle in the wars of 
the Scots in Ulster against the English, and 
in the sanguinary feuds with the O'Neills.

The sixth earl died ” 
towards the end of the eighteenth century 
without male issue, having previously ob- 
tained a recreation of his peerages with 
remainder to his daughters primogeniturely 
and to their male issue. At his demise his 
eldest daughter became countess of Antrim 
in her own right, married Sir Henry Vane 
Tempest, and, having no son, but only a 
daughter (married to the third marquis of 
Londonderry). the earldom of Antrim and 
the viscounty of Dunluce passed to the sixth 
earl’s younger daughter, Lady Charlotte Mc- 
Donnell. From the latter’s union with Lord 
Mark Kerr, the present earl of Antrim is 
descended in the second generation. 

Like so many other British peers, especial}. 
ly those of Scotland and of Ireland, Lord 
Antrim has had to defend his honors and 
estates against claimants, some of whom 
have hailed from Elwood, Ind., who assert 
that they are descended from the son ofa 
former earl of Antrim who ran away from 
Ireland years ago, and settled, married, and 
@ied in New Jersey. There ts no trace, how- 
ever, of this mythical runaway son of a lord 
of Antrim in the annals of the-house of Mc- 
Donnell, and, moreover, the claimants in 
question had the misfortune to bear the sur- 
name of Antrim instead of McDonnell, which 
is the patronymic of the earls of Antrim.
